A characterization of the "National Guardian” 
appears in vhe Appendix hereto. 

The May 1, 1959, issue of the "Soviet News", a 
periodical published by the Press Department of the Soviet 
Embassy in London, featured an article concerning the 
awards of the International Lenin Peace Prize for 1958, 
whioh indicated that Du Bois and Nikita Khrushchev were 
among the individuals awarded the Lenin Peace Prize (LPP). 

The "New York Times”, issue of May 4, 1959, page 
3, contained an-article under the date, Moscow, May 3, 1959, 
which was concerned with the reporting that Du Bois 
was the third American to win the LPP, and the article 
quoted DU Bois in part as follows: 

"I hsve never been a member of the Communist * 
Party” ...."But I think Communism is the best system for all 
countries after this trip."... 

The Communist Party has been designated by 
the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

Fulton Lewis, Jr, , dwelled at length upon the communist background and 
sympathies of Dr. W. E. B. DuBois.* Mr. Lewis stated that Dr. DuBois 
is being givf»n a L*uin Peace Prize by the Russian Embassy tonight (June 23) 
and that this is merely one more indication of the very close connection / ^ 
between the Communist Party, USA, and the Soviet Union. Mr. Lewis A 
pointed out that those attending the presentation of this award to Dr. DuBois 
include Communist Party functionaries Ben Davis, Louis Weinstock 
and Alexander Trachtenberg. After reciting several examples of 
Dr. DuBois T s subversive-type statements and affiliations, Mr. Lewis 
concluded with the observation that the Russians are welcome to persons 
of Dr. DuBois 1 s ilk.
